Thus, the first clause of the above statement refers to the application as a 
continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent Application 10/473,664 only. The second clause 
identities the PCT application from which the present application is a national phase 
application, PCT/GB03/004267, and does n* indicate that the application is a continuation- 
m-part of that PCT. Thus, wc believe that the decision to treat the present application as a 35
